This chapter gives general information concerning the IBM* ThinkPad’ 
700 PS/2° (hereafter called the computer or the ThinkPad 700). To 
become familiar with available power sources and features, be sure 
to read this chapter. 


Before Using Your Computer | 
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Before Using Your Computer 


Caring for Your Computer 


The computer is a delicate device that requires careful handling. To 
keep the computer from being damaged, keep these precautions in 
mind. | 


¢ Do not place anything heavy on your computer. 
¢ Do not scratch, twist, or hit the surface of the display. 


_ © Keep the computer at least 13 cm (5 in.) away from any electrical 
appliance such as a motor, TV, refrigerator, or audio speaker that 
generates a strong magnetic field. 


e Use your computer at temperatures between 5°C to 35°C (41°F to 
95°F). 


¢ Remove the battery pack and keep it in a cool place if you do not 
use the computer for a long period of time. 


¢ Do not disassemble the computer. 


We recommend you occasionally clean your computer as follows. 


e Use a soft cloth moistened with non-alkaline detergent to wipe the 
exterior of the computer. 


¢ Gently wipe the liquid crystal display (LCD) with a dry, soft cloth. 
Avoid using alcohol or detergent to clean the LCD. 
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Power for Your Computer 


Your computer can be operated with one of three different power 
sources: ac power from an electrical outlet through the AC adapter 
i, the battery pack that is installed into the computer, and a car 
battery through the Car Battery Adapter connected to the 
cigarette lighter socket of your car. 


The AC adapter is an 
alternating current (ac) to direct 
current (dc) converter to supply 
necessary power to the 
computer. The AC adapter also 
charges the battery pack when 
it is installed in the computer. 


The battery pack is an internal 
power source to the computer 
when the AC adapter is not 
available. The battery pack is 
rechargeable and is charged 
using the AC adapter, the IBM 
Quick Charger, or the Car 
Battery Adapter. 


The Car Battery Adapter is a 
dc-to-dc converter to supply 
necessary power to the 
computer through the cigarette 
lighter socket of an automobile. 
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Before Using Your Computer 


AC Adapter 


In your office or home, you can use ac power for your computer 
operation. The AC adapter used for this computer must meet the 
following requirements. 


Input rating: 100 - 240 V ac, 50/60 Hz 
Output rating: +20 V dc, 1.25A 


Warning: Always use the AC adapter shipped with your computer. 
Operating the computer with a wrong AC adapter can cause both the 
battery pack and the computer to be damaged. 


CAUTION: | | 
Do not attempt to open the AC adapter case. The AC adapter is 
permanently enclosed and cannot be repaired. 


Connect the AC adapter to your computer as shown. 


Notes: 


1. The AC adapter supplies power to the computer, and will charge 
the battery pack at the same time if it is installed in the computer. 


2. lf the computer is turned on with the battery pack installed, you 
will hear a short beep when you connect or disconnect the AC 
adapter from the computer. This indicates that the power source 
has been changed. 
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Battery Pack 


Outside the office environment, you can use the rechargeable battery 
pack for your computer operation. With a fully-charged battery pack, 
you can operate your computer for 3.8 to 7.5 hours depending on the 
applications and the configuration. 


Battery packs shipped from the factory can be in an almost 
discharged state, so you must charge the battery packs before using 
them. 


Your computer has another rechargeable battery called the standby 
battery that supplies power to keep data during a battery pack 
replacement in suspend mode. This standby battery is rechargeable 
but is not customer replaceable. To charge this battery, connect the 
AC adapter to the computer. For first time use, it is recommended 
that the AC adapter be connected for at least 8 hours to allow the 
standby battery to be fully charged. 


To operate your computer with the battery pack, see “Starting 
Battery-Powered Operation” on page 2-14. 


Car Battery Adapter 


In a car, you can use the car battery to power the computer through 
the Car Battery Adapter. All you need to do is attach the adapter 
cable to the computer and plug the adapter cable into the cigarette 
lighter socket of your car. For more information, refer to the 
instructions supplied with the Car Battery Adapter. 


The Car Battery Adapter is available as an option. 
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identifying Computer Features 


This section shows the locations of switches and controls, and 
describes their functions. 


Front View 


| Latches are to keep the display closed. Sliding these latches 
backward causes the LCD to open. 


LCD displays the computer output. You can also use an 
external display which is attached to the external display 
connector at the rear of the computer. 


Contrast Control adjusts the display contrast. 
A | Brightness Control adjusts the display brightness. 
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Indicator Panel consists of the system status indicators and 
their associated symbols. The system status indicators show 
the current computer status by their On/Off states or colors 
(green, yellow, and orange.) For more information of the 
system status indicators, see page 1-10. 


Power-On Light (green) turns on when the computer power 
switch is set to on. 


External Input Device Connector is where a mouse, an external 
numeric keypad, or the keyboard/mouse connector is plugged 
in. Through the keyboard/mouse connector, an external 
keyboard can also be connected to this connector. For more 
information, see 2-54. | 


When you attach the external numeric keypad and/or the 
mouse, see page 2-45. 


Power Switch turns the computer on and off. 
Keyboard is used to enter data into the computer. 


LCD Reverse Switch changes the screen image from 
black-on-white to white-on-black or vice versa. 


Removable Hard Disk Drive is a mass data storage device that 
reads data from or writes data to the hard disk drive (fixed disk 
drive). The hard disk drive can be replaced with an optional 
one. | 


Pointing Stick is IBM’s new type of built-in pointing device that 
provides a function similar to that of the mouse. The Pointing 
Stick consists of a stick and a pair of click buttons. For more 
information, see page 2-31. 


Battery Compartment is where the battery pack is installed. 


Diskette-Eject Button ejects a diskette from the diskette drive 
when this button is pressed. 


Diskette Drive reads data from or writes data to a diskette. The 
Reference Diskette or any other 3.5-inch diskette is inserted 
here. oe 


Speaker Volume Control controls the audio-output of the 
computer. This control has three different positions: the /eft 
position turns off the audio-output, the middle position makes it 
quieter, and the right position makes it louder.

IC DRAM Card Slots are where one or two IC DRAM cards are 
installed. Three different capacities of IC DRAM cards are 
available as an option: 2MB, 4MB, and 8MB.

Communication Interface Connector is for the serial adapter or | 
the internal data/fax modem for external communications. The 
serial adapter and the internal data/fax modem are provided as 
options.

Locking Lever locks the hard disk drive in the computer. The 
locking lever has three different positions: left, middle, and 
right. 


The /eft position a locks the hard disk drive in place, and at 
the same time provides a lever to fasten the computer for 


security purposes. The middle position locks the hard disk 
drive in place. The locking lever is usually in this position. The 


right position (4! allows you to replace the hard disk drive. 


Math Coprocessor Socket is where a math coprocessor is 
plugged in. See page 2-72 for more information. 


Legs are used to adjust the keyboard angle. 


Machine Identification Label indicates both machine type and 
serial number. This information is needed to get repair service. — 
Record them on page xv if you have not yet recorded them. 
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System Status Indicators

indicator panel below these indicators shows the names of each 
indicator with a special symbol.

Hard Disk Turns on when data is read from or written to the 

In-Use hard disk. Neither entering suspend mode nor 
turning off the computer is allowed when this 
indicator is turned on. 


Alternately turns on and off when you press and 
hold the Shift key, then press the NumLk key. 


The keys defined as numeric keypad, which is 
part of the keyboard, are enabled when this 
indicator is turned on. For more information 
about the numeric keypad, see “Numeric 
Keypad” on page 2-35. 


Alternately turns on and off each time the Caps 
Lock key is pressed. 


While this indicator is on, all alphabetic 
characters (A-Z) can be entered in capital letters 
without pressing the Shift key. 


Alternately turns on and off each time the Scroll 


Lock key is pressed. 


Some application programs support this function. 
While this indicator is on, the cursor move keys 
can be used as screen-scroll function keys. In 
this state, you cannot move the cursor with the 
cursor move keys. 


Indicates that the computer has entered suspend 
mode. This indicator stays on as long as the 
computer is in suspend mode. See page 1-14 for 
more information about suspend mode. 


Blinking Indicates that the computer is resuming normal 
green operation. 


Power On Shows that the computer is operational when this 
indicator is turned on. This indicator turns on 
oe when the power switch is set to the On position 
and the computer is not in suspend mode. 


Blinking indicates that the computer’s inside temperature 

green has exceeded its operating range, between 5°C 
and 35°C (41°F and 95°F); this condition also 
forces the computer into suspend mode. 


Turn off the computer. Do not use it until the 
temperature returns to its operating range.

Getting Better Views on the Screen 


This section describes the adjustment of the brightness and contrast 
controls, and the adjustment of the display angle for operating 


comfort.

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Adjusting Keyboard Angle 


The keyboard angle can be adjusted to 7 degrees by using the legs 
kept under the keyboard. To adjust the keyboard angle, follow these 
instructions. 


1 Turn the computer upside down so the front side faces you. 
2 Slide the upper end of each leg to the outside to pop out the 
legs. 


3 Turn the computer over.

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Getting Familiar with Your Computer 


What Are the Suspend and Resume Functions? 


Your computer has a built-in battery power-saving function. For | 
example, if the LCD is closed while you are operating the computer, it 
automatically enters suspend mode i. All tasks are stopped and 
stored in the memory to save power. When the display is opened, the 
computer automatically restores the tasks and resumes normal 
operation 4. 7 


The following figure shows what causes the computer to enter 
suspend mode and to resume normal operation.

You can enter suspend mode or return to normal operation by using 
the PS2 commands with various parameters. For more information 
about the PS2 commands, see “What Is the Set Advanced Features?” 
on page 3-12. 


Full and Partial Suspend Modes 


Suspend mode is referred to as full suspend mode, as compared to 
partial suspend mode. 


Partial suspend mode is entered when an application software 
program interferes with the power management capability of the 
computer and prevents it from entering full suspend mode. When the 
computer enters suspend mode: 


¢ One beep is sounded for full suspend mode 
¢ Two beeps are sounded for partial suspend mode 


Note: No beep sounds if the Power controller beep parameter is set 
to off by the Set Advanced Features program. See page 3-17 
for more information. 
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Considerations for Full and Partial Suspend Modes 


The following should be considered before using suspend or partial 
suspend mode. 


¢ Power saving is less in partial suspend mode 


Avoid leaving the computer in partial suspend mode for an 
extended period. Partial suspend mode uses more power than full . 
suspend mode. 


e Battery charging time 
Approximately 2 hours both in full and partial suspend modes. 
e Pointing devices 


Warning: Do not move the Pointing Stick or a connected pointing 
device, such aS a mouse, when the computer is entering suspend 
mode or resuming normal operation. Pointing devices are 
movement sensitive. Moving a pointing device when changing 
from suspend mode to normal operation or vice versa can cause 
data to be lost. 


One or two beeps for suspend, and one beep for resume operation 
can be heard when their operation is completed. 


e Diskette or hard disk 


While the computer is reading data from or writing data toa 
diskette or the hard disk, avoid entering suspend or partial 
suspend mode. 


e Attached devices 


Attached devices, such as a printer or a serial device, stop 
running when the computer enters suspend mode. After resuming 
the operation, the resultant output can differ from the one you 
expect, because the device can be reset or lose its configuration 
settings when the computer returns to normal operation. 
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Working with Diskettes and Diskette Drives 
Your computer operates with a 1.44MB diskette drive. 


You can use either a 1MB or a 2MB 3.5-inch diskette in the 1.44MB 
diskette drive. If you intend to transfer 3.5-inch diskettes between 
computers that have diskette drives with different capacities, use 
diskettes that can be used by all the computers. 


identifying 3.5-Inch Diskettes 


A 1MB diskette looks like this: It is usually labeled 1.0MB 
| capacity or 2DD 1h and has a 
square cutout J. 


It has the letters HD i. is 
usually labeled 2.0MB capacity 
2 i and has two square cutouts 
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Formatting Diskettes 


A diskette must be formatted before being used. Your operating 
system manual describes the commands for formatting diskettes. 


1MB diskettes must be formatted to 720KB. 


2MB diskettes must be formatted to 1.44MB. 


Write-Protecting Diskettes 


It is possible to format a diskette or write (record) information to a 
diskette unintentionally. Important information could be lost. For this 
reason, you should write-protect important diskettes. When diskettes 
are write-protected, you can read from the diskettes, but you cannot 
write to them. 


To locate the write-protect switch, turn the diskette over, with the 
label facing down. | 


— To prevent writing to a diskette, slide the switch down. 
— To allow writing to a diskette, slide the switch up.

What Happens after Power-On? 


This section describes what happens when you turn on the computer. 


Note: Make sure that the speaker volume control is set to the 
rightmost position. 


1 While the computer memory is being tested, the size of the 
tested memory area is displayed on the screen. The XXXXX 
represents this number.

2 When the computer successfully completes the power-on 
self-test (POST), you will hear one beep. 


If you do not hear a beep, or you hear multiple beeps, an error 
condition has occurred. Usually an error prompt, as shown on 
page 2-5, accompanies the error condition. 


3 One of the following appears: 


¢ Operating system or application screen. 

¢ Diskette and F1 prompts are displayed if an operating 
system has not yet been installed. See the figure on page 
2-5. | 

e Password prompt. See the figure on page 2-6. 

e System Programs Main Menu. See the figure on page 3-2. 


e Error prompt. See the figure on page 2-5. 


Note: If something other than the above happens, go to Chapter 4, 
“Solving Computer Problems” on page 4-1. — 
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What Do the Diskette and F1 Prompts Mean? 


~ When the computer is turned on, it tries to find an operating system 
on the diskette drive. If no diskette is in the drive, the computer tries 

to read from the hard disk. If there is no operating system installed 
on the hard disk, the Diskette and F1 prompts appear. These prompts 
are telling you to insert a diskette into the diskette drive and press F1 
to start the diskette. If you press F1 with no diskette in the drive, an 
19990305 message appears on the screen. 


The order in which the drives are checked is the drive-startup 
sequence and can be changed as required. If this drive-startup 
sequence includes a drive in a network server, the computer also 
checks if the drive contains an operating system. See “Selectable 
_ Drive Startup Sequence” on page 3-10 for more information.

What Does the Error Prompt Mean? 

If an error is found when the computer is turned on, the computer 
displays the error prompt. This prompt indicates that there is a 
problem with the computer.

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Pointing Stick 


With the ThinkPad 700, you can use the full function of a mouse right 
under your fingertips as you type. The keyboard contains a unique 
-cursor-pointing device called the Pointing Stick. With it, you can use 
the popular mixed type-and-point interfaces smoothly, without moving 
your fingers from their typing positions. There is no effort, time loss, 
or distraction of reaching for an extra device, and nothing extra to 
carry or find usable space. Typing, pointing, selecting, and dragging 
all become part of a single process using a single device, the 
Pointing Stick-keyboard. The Pointing Stick can be used equally as 
well with either hand. . 


The Pointing Stick adds to the keyboard: a stick between the G, 
H, and B keys, and a pair of click buttons positioned below the 
Spacebar. The stick rises only slightly above the typing keys. It 
detects pressure in the horizontal directions, but does not move. It 
controls the motion of the cursor on the screen. The cursor moves in 
the direction in which the stick is pressed, at a speed that 
corresponds to the amount of pressure. The click buttons function 
like those on other pointing devices; just what they do depends on 
the software that is used. 


No other software is required for the Pointing Stick; it works with the 
PS/2 mouse driver. 
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Using the Pointing Stick 


The Pointing Stick is very easy to use, but as with any new device it 
takes a few minutes to get used to. If you are new to the Pointing 
Stick, these instructions will help you get started.

Place your hands in the typing position, with the heels or palms 
of your hands resting on something solid (the edge of the desk, 
your thighs, or whatever is available). You can easily place 
either index finger on the stick, just as you would place itona 
key.

click buttons. 


Press gently in the direction in which you want the cursor to 
move; away from you to move up the screen and toward you to 
move down the screen.

You will reach 
your target faster if you use a controllable speed. 


Use the click buttons to select and drag as required by your 
software, just as you would with any other pointing device. You 
can use the thumb of the hand you use for the stick, or the other 
one, whichever you prefer. 
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The Simultaneous Mouse 


You can use an IBM PS/2 Mouse concurrently with the Pointing Stick. 
It is plugged into the external input device connector of the computer 
and will function normally when the Pointing Stick is not actually 
moving the cursor. You can use whichever pointing device that 
seems to be the most natural at the moment. If you are used to the 
mouse, you can continue to use it normally when there is space for it, 
and while you are getting used to the Pointing Stick. 


If either the external keyboard or the numeric keypad is attached, its 
mouse connector can be used for a mouse in the same way. 


A device which is not compatible with the PS/2 mouse can be 
connected to the external input device connector. In this case, follow 
these instructions to set the Pointing Stick to Disable; the appropriate 
software must already be loaded.

System programs are used to configure, test, and update your 
computer. | 


The system programs on the hard disk are stored ina protected area, 
called the system partition. To start the system programs, see 


“Starting the System Programs” on page 3-5.

The system programs shown on the Main Menu are: 


¢ Start operating system is used to exit from the system programs 
and to start the operating system. 


¢ Backup/Restore system programs contain the following: 


Backup the system diskettes is used to make a backup copy of 
the Reference Diskette and Diagnostic Diskeite (system 
diskettes). 


Backup the system partition is used to make a backup copy of 
the system programs that are on the hard disk. 


Restore the system partition installs updated system programs 
onto the system partition whenever you receive a new version 
of the system diskettes from IBM. (You must send in the 
registration card supplied with the Quick Reference to receive 
the new system diskettes with updated system programs.) 


Use this restore program in case of accidental loss of, or 
magnetic damage to, the system programs in the system 

- partition. This program allows you to copy the system

The order which the computer looks for the drives 
is the drive-startup sequence. | 


In most cases, the default drive-startup sequence need not be 
changed. However, if you are working with multiple operating 
systems, you are loading the operating system from the hard disk 
without checking the diskette drive, or you are planning to doa 
remote program load (RPL) from a drive in a network server, you 
might want to change the drive-startup sequence. 


The default sequence checks the diskette drive for a self-starting 
(bootable) diskette. If one exists, the operating system or program is 
loaded from the diskette. If not, the computer checks the hard disk for 
an operating system. If one exists, the operating system is loaded 
from the hard disk. If not, the computer displays the Diskette and F1 
prompts.

You can change the drive-startup sequence by the order in which the 
computer checks the drives.

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Chapter 4. Solving Computer Problems 


Computer problems can be caused by software, hardware, or both. 
Many problems can be diagnosed and solved with the assistance of 
the self-tests and the system programs. If a hardware problem is 
detected by the self-test, an error message is displayed with an 
8-digit number. 


By using the system programs, you can solve the problem yourself or 
provide information to the service technician. Make a note of any 
error messages and give them to the service technician if you need to 
call for service. If the system programs cannot be loaded, the 
troubleshooting charts and other information in this chapter will help 
you determine what corrective action to take.
